necessarily, b ut at least to a natural 
scheme of excellence, and trusting to 
the expansion of a real culture f^r its 
prosperity, the variations 
in 
fiction 
are not fixed, b ut dependent upon the 
individual creator. 
For the literary 
aspirant who cares more for the worth 
of his work than for merely commer­ 
cial success, such periodicals wjll b est 
reward careful study. He will at once 
see that writers of developed power 
do not aim at accommodation to pub ­ 
lications or to audiences, 
b ut 
that 
their appeal is b ased on their devel­ 
oped sensib ilities, and that they are 
Inimitab le, save perhaps in certain 
unessential traits.

ig an d summer 
gro wth in the n o rthern po rtio n o f the 
Un ited States an d in the co mparative­ 
ly high altitudes o f the Ro cky Mo un ­ 
tain regio n , an d fo r win ter gro wth in 
the lo wer So uth. 
It is useful o n the 
farm as a ro tatio n cro p fo r hay , grain , 
silage o r green man ure, an d the peas 
may be used in the green state as a 
vegetable like garden peas. 
In the No rth the field pea may be* 
plan ted very early in the sprin g—even 
in n o rthern Michigan , Min n eso ta, an d 
Wisco n sin , in late April o r early May.
